Austin, June ll.*—The constitution­ 
ality of what is known aa the "sus­ 
pended sentence’* act of the Thirty- 
third Legislature, was upheld by the 
court of criminal appeals today in the 
rase of John Baker, appealed from 
H arris county. 
In this case the defendant was con­ 
victed of the offense of burglary, it 
being shown by evidence that he had 
never before been indicted for a fel 
ony. and at the request of the de 
fondant the court submitted the ques­ 
tion to the Jury, which recommended 
that 
sentence 
be 
suspended. 
The 
court, however, after submitting the 
issue, upon reflection beld the act un< 
constitutional and sentenced the de­ 
fendant to the penitentiary for a term 
of years. 
The court, speaking through Judge 
Harper, holds that the act is consti­ 
tutional; that it relates solely to the 
penalty to be suffered and the legis­ 
lature te a the power and authority to 
fig tho penalty for every character of 
offense. 
The opinion eta tee that the 
act Ie misnamed “suspension of sen­ 
tence;" that no court mw 
Jury has 
power to suspend sentence; that as 
the legislature baa the right and au­ 
thority under the constitution to pre­ 
scribe the punishment for burglary or 
any other offense* mentioned in the 
code, It also has the authority to say 
that one may not be punished for the 


Aret offense under certain conditions. 
The case was therefore reversed and 
rem anded with 
instructions 
to the 
court to vacate and annul the sen­ 
tence theretofore announced by the 
court, and ordered the appellant re­ 
leased upon his recognisance aa the 
law prescribes. 
The court also reversed the decision

Johnson in Houston April 24 last, and 
ordered him released on giving bond 
in the sum of 119,000.
